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CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


I. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o’clock a. m. and adjourn at 11:45 
a. m. Devotional services shall be held during the first thirty minutes. 

Il. All standing committees shall be nominated by the District Superin- 
tendents and confirmed by the Conference. The President shall appoint all 
other committees, unless their names are contained in the motion, or the mov- 
er consents to have the committee otherwise appointed or elected. Each com- 
mittee may organize by electing a chairman and secretary, but the first 
mamed on the committee shall call the first meeting. 

_ Hl. The Auditing Committee shall consist of three persons, whose duty 
‘it shall be to audit the reports of the Statistical Secretary,.the Treasurer, the 
Stewards, the Trustees, Board of Trustees of Gooding College, and the Dis- 
hale Superintendents; and all others acting as Treasurer of any conference 
unds. 
IV. All resolutions and memorials shall be written. Any motion must be 
reduced to writing if the president or secretary requests it. 

Vv. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the Conference 
without leave, unless compelled to do so by sickness or some other lawful 
reason. 

VI. A member shall be denied the right to vote on a question if outside the 
bar at the time the vote is taken. 

VII. Each member within the bar at the time of putting a question shall 
vote unless excused by the Conference. 

VIII. The Secretary shall have charge of all papers of the Conference and 
shall not permit anyone to have any of the papers during the time intervening 
between the Conferences, except by permission of the Conference. 

IX. No man shall be received on trial into the Conference who is over 35 
years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the Conference 
who is over 37 years of age. 

X. The Idaho Conference will not recognize credentials from churches 
that are not affiliated with the “Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America.” 

- XI. The standing rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 

XII. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in the above rules. 

XIII. It shall be the duty of the President to see that these rules are ob- 
served, but it may be the privelege of any member to call his attention to the 
fact that the rules are being violated. 

XIV. (Paragraph 623, 4 Discipline 1920) “When a Preacher in full con- 
nection fails to be advanced in his conference course of study for a given 
year, said year shall not be counted as a year of effective service unless he is 
jn attendance upon a standard school or is excused by a Two-thirds vote of 
his conference upon the recommendation of the Board of Examiners.”

REPORTS OF DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 


BOISE DISTRICT. 


Members of the Idaho Conference; 
Brethern: 


At the end of another conference year we review the work wi 
nonce of gratitude to Almighty God for the privileges of septs 2 oe 
ingdom. More than ever we know that the Gospel of God is that saving 
element that enables man to attain his highest expression of life. We have 
not attained that exalted estate nor have we found others who have attained 
fit. We are Methodists. We are going on to perfection. The world is getting bet- 
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iter. We face a somewhat bitter, disorganized condition of the world with 
a faith and hope which promise much toward the enlargement of the King- 
dom. _ Of that portion of the Lords Kingdom physically known as the Boise 
District we have nothing to report that is startling or unusual, However, 
we believe we are within the bounds of accuracy when we say that the quiet 
spiritual growth and the limited physical manifestation of power are suf- 
ficient to Jnspire hope and justify an expanding program for the future. 

The topics on which we usually report await our attention. Upon these we 
will speak briefly. 


First: Evangelism. There is great need of someone who ean and will 
set before the church a clear understanding of the scriptural meaning of 
evangelism. There is also great need for the Holy Spirit to prepare the way 
so that when men have the opportunity to hear such a message they will have 
the “Will to Believe”. The professional evangelist, so called. ==d for the 
most part of the conference evangelist, especially where the office becomes a 
shelf for inefficiency or something worse, have made the minister of finer 
christian fiber hesitate to claim the title of evangelist or to engage in work 
designated as evangelistic. Brethern, we must claim our birthright and save 
the cross from the stain of commercialism, inefficiency and fanactics. We are 
evangelists brethern, every one of us, though we all need as Paul gaid to 
Timothy to “blow up this gift within us”. Several heartening and useful 
Evangelistic meetings were held during the year. 


Finances, Support of the Ministery and Various Benevolent Enter- 
prises of the Church: There has been a small increase in the estimates for 
the support of the ministry, but no reduction. The collection of centenary 
funds has not been what it should be. We say with confidence better finan- 
cial conditions are immediately before us. 


Building Enterprises: The building enterprises have not been numerous. 
At Ontario the building enterprise was halted through a lack of funds. It 
was thought best to roof the basement which was done at a small cost and 
now this furnishes a fine and spacious auditorium. There is no debt on the 
building. At Middleton fire in the roof partly destroyed the building. The 
damage was amply covered with insurance and the church has been repaired 
and renovated. The church at Westfall was repainted. _A splendid par- 
sonage costing $3500 has been built at Collister. The building of the new 
church at Nampa has continued with the second unit. The gymnasium part 
of the building is nearing completition. 


Gooding College: We are gratified at the ever increasing favor in which 
Gooding College is held, but we are sorry to say that the financial support 
has not been what it ought to be. This ought not-to be, brethern. While 
we have not looked upon the total ofa dollar per member for the district as 
an achievement for the present, we looked at it as a goal and haw- “oped that 
we would make progress to that goal each year. We-are greatly indebted 
to President Tenney for help in various ways on the district. He is 
always willing to supply for the pastors and is always a welcome voice in our 
pulpits. He has proven especially valuable at our Epworth League Institute. 
At the Institute the District League enthusiastically voted to renew their 
pledge’ of three hundred dollars for equipment for the laboratory for the 


ensuing year. 


Epworth League Institute: The enrollment this year was approximately 
50 per cent over last year, numbering 83. The general attendance mark 
reached 150. The fine spirit of the institute gave a splendid impetus for 
league work for the ensuing year. 


Sunday School Work: We find that generally schools are well attended. 
In most cases the school is out of debt for supplies. The vacation Bible 
school had an important place in the program of our Boise churches. We 


hould have more of these schools on the district. ‘ Mp ia 
Se During the year the superintendent has tried to give his time and 
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energy where it was most needed. We hereby express our gratitude to the 
brethern of the district for their splendid christian fellowship and co- 
operation which has made for the progress of the Kingdom.

LA GRANDE DISTRICT. 


Brethern: 

For the fifth time I am permitted to report the achievements of the 
smallest District in the Area, unless it should the Glacier Park District of 
North Montana. It might be more becoming to defend our existance than 
to boast of our achievements. Our only hope is that some may say, “Well, 
they have done pretty well, considering!” 

Since reports in totals would always and hopelessly keep us near the 
bottom of the list, we take the usual retreat of the small group, and report 
in percentages and per-capitas, quality rather than quantity being the 
emphasis which diplomacy requires. 

It is my honor at this moment to be spokesman for a body of men who 
have stemmed the tides of evil and wrought righteousness in the midst of 
disparagements which would have utterly disheartened any but heroic souls. 

While a few of our better charges have been hard hit by the failure of 
financial institutions. Taken as a whole the industrial situation is much 
better than it was last year. I hold in my hand the largest nugget ever 
found in this section. The nugget was found by George Armstrong in the 
John Day country and it is valued by apothecaries weight at $1400, the 
average salary of a Methodist minister for a full year. The country is 
‘slowly but surely recoveering from its bankruptcies, and the extension work 
of the Kingdom which is dependent upon the gifts of the people will soon 
feel the impulse of increased benevolence. 

During the five years the district has made a slow but steady gain in 
membership. 

While the salaries of our ministers are as yet pitifully meagre, yet our 
members are contributing about $3.75 more per capita to ministerial support 
than the average for the balance of the Conference. Thus it is seen that 
while our missionary investments have been comparatively large they 
have been met by heroic efforts at sulf-support upon the part of the people. 

Although the District is for the most part Frontier Missionary territory, 
its contributions to local and benevolent church causes has reached an an- 

nual average for the five-year period of a little more than $15 per capita. 
Some of our charges have suffered keenly from local financial embar- 
rassments this year, and some of the men have been obliged to find sup- 
“plementary support by taking employment in shops and fields in order to 
meet their obligations to their families. Since the exigency was real these 
men are only the more intrenched in the hearts of their people because they 
were manly enough to do this. 

We made'this year our first attempt to hold a Camp Meeting at Wallowa 
Lake, and were almost defeated by the incessant rain. But those who were in 
attendance felt it was well worth while. Dr. McKinney preached like an in- 
spired prophet throughout the whole three weeks. The music also led by Mr. 
Isaacs and Mrs. Rennison was of a high order. On the closing Sunday of 
the Epworth League Institute, which was the best we have yet held, Bishop 
Burns preached a most inspiring sermon and dedicated the Methodist 
Camp Ground, $350 being pledged at that service for permanent improve- 
ments. Forty lots have been sold and the project is in good financial condi- 
tion. Sixteen of our young people also attended the Ore-Gem Institute at 
Smith’s Ferry which gives us 91 in all registered in Institute work this 
year. The Epworth Leagues of the District are showing the result in in- 
creased membership and a deeper current of spiritual life. 

Substantial improvements have been made in parsonages at Enterprise, 


Wallowa, Elgin, Prairie City and La Grande. Good progress was made 
in the church-building at Emmett, though it is still uncompleted. Grounds 
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and materials have been purchased for our new church at Cascade and the 
work will undoubtedly go forward next summer. Our church plant at 
Weiser has been renovated and a furnace added. The Baker church has: 
also been greatly improved by the remodeling of its basement and the addi- 
tion of carpets and other furnishings. Plans for a new building at John 
Day are under consideration. Cove has also begun raising a fund for build- 
ing purposes. Bramlet Chapel in Wallowa county was sold and the proceeds 
invested in the parsonage at Wallowa. 

The most notable achievements for the year, however, have been spiritual 
rather than material. 

Brother and Sister Heath, Brother and Sister Lee and Brother Young 
have all suffered somewhat seriously through sickness but are all now in 
greatly improved health. Mrs. H. I. Hansen has also been sick during the 
year and is yet far from well. A new baby girl graces the home of Brother 
and Sister Todd at Fruitland. 

_, Death has taken but one of our number this year, Mrs. Fred L. Post, 
wife of our pastor at Cove. 

The District Superintendent has served as President of the Camp Ground 
Association, Acting Dean of the Wallowa Lake Institute, and instructor in 
Evangelism at Ore-Gem. He also assisted two of the pastors in Evangelistic - 
meetings and made two trips to Boise and one to Portland in the interest of 
the Home Mission Council. 

In the great triumphal of the Master who would care to do aught but 
follow in his train and sing Hosannas. 

The Methodist old year is gone. The Methodist new year is at hand. I 
wish you all a happy New Year.

POCATELLO DISTRICT 


Bishop and Brethern: 


In the presentation of my seventh annual report as District Superin- 
tendent of the Pocatello District, I wish to use a map of the district showing 
the location of the several charges in the district. 

The Pocatello District comprises all of eastern Idaho, except Lincoln 
county. It contains 37,310 square miles. A great portion of the district is 
in the Snake river valley, which rivals in fertility the valley of the Nile 
itself. The great American Falls Reservoir, now an assured fact, will bring 
almost two million acres more of fertile land under irrigation. The greater 
portion of our population are engaged in farming. The one industrial cen- 
ter is located at Pocatello. 

The population of eastern Idaho is strongly Mormon. Many of our 
churches exist in communities as strongly Mormon as the communities of 
Utah. The population of the district is 198,963, of which population 4,300 are 
Methodists, or two and one-fourth per cent. There are 123 Mormon organ- 
izations, 36 Methodists, 30 Presbyterian, 27 Baptists and 79 others, 41.7 per 
cent are Mormon. I somehow feel that these facts have never percolated the 
enlightened understanding of our Board of Home Missions or they would not 
by asking us to carry on the work of the Pocatello District next year on a 
doubtful $4,000.00 for all purposes. ; 

But to come to the individual charges, Salmon, Idaho, the point farthest 
removed from the center of the district. It is a parish of about 2,000 people. 
Our church there has a membership of 838. The Sunday School enrollment 
has risen from 99 to 210 at the last conference report. There are a very small 
per cent of Mormons in Salmon. ; Ee 

Ashton is located on the northern extremity of the district. Here we 
have the entire Protestant responsibility. The membership at Ashton is 80, 
the Sunday School 200. The Mormon population 60 per cent. ‘ 

We have a church building and parsonage at St. Anthony but no society. 

Idaho Falls has a population of about 9,094, of which 5,456 are Mormon. 
We have a beautiful stone church and modern parsonage at Idaho Falls. 
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Property indebtedness $9,000.00. The Sunday School enrollment has re- 
mained about the same for the past five years. We have the sole Gentile re- 
sponsibility at Shelley but the community is very strongly Mormon. Of the 
Parish of 1730, 1124 are Mormon. We have purchased a parsonage and 
both church and parsonage are free from debt. 

Blackfoot contains 5,856 people, of which 303 were reported as 
Methodists in 1922. Blackfoot is not overchurched and there is room for a 
good Methodist work here. No debt on church or parsonage. 

Mackay, a stock raising and mining town, 85 miles from Blackfoot. The 
parish population is 1,307, forty per cent, Mormon, two per cent Methodist, 
58 per cent nothing. Here we have the only Protestant church attempting 
any regular work. 

Aberdeen is a new town with a parish population of 1,775. 200 are 
Mormons. Our church is a remodeled school house, with the soft pedal on 
the remodeled. The parsonage has recently been made modern with no 
debt on either church or parsonage. 

The railroad center of the district is at Pocatello. The Parish population 
16,497, of which 10,733 are Mormon, or 65 per cent. This is our only church 
with an industrial background. Rev. Hamilton has had the phenominally 
long pastorage at Pocatello of eleven years. 

McCammon and Downey with a parish population of the two places 
estimated at 2,051, of which the Mormon per cent is 80 and on the increase. 
McCammon has a new building estimated at $3,500 serving the purpose of 
both church and parsonage. Downey is a weak point, which has been further 
weakened by removals. , 

Montpelier’s parish population is 3,172, of which 90 per cent are esti- 
mated to be Mormons. At Montpelier we have a fairly good church but no 
parsonage. Presbyterians have both church and parsonage, so we have left 
them in charge of the field. 

American Falls with a parish population of 1,547, we have a fine church 
and a good parsonage, indebtedness $4,500.00, 

At Minidoka we have no organized work. 

Rupert, the parish population is estimated at 4,407, 40 per cent plus are 
Mormon. We have a fine brick church here and modern parsonage. 

Paul is a new charge, recently organized. At this point a good frame 
structure has been erected, now used for a church, later intended for a 
parsonage. Population is fully 60 per cent Mormon. 

At Jerome we have an entirely inadequate church and a new but not 
modern parsonage. The only good church building in Jerome is the Mormon 
ehurch and yet Jerome is inly 25 per cent: Mormon. 

Wendell has a parish population of 1,738 mostly gentile, and at the 
present time we have the only resident pastor. 

We have organized a church at Tuttle and purchased a neat parsonage, 
on which we owe the small sum of $300. 

With Tuttle is associated Hagerman and Bliss. Hagerman is by far the 
strongest point of three and requests this year the pastoral residence, 

The lot of our church at Heyburn is an unhappy one. As Mormanism 
is increasing so rapidly, it seems that we will have to discontinue the service 
at Heyburn. 

Burley has a parish population of 7,478, of which 50 per cent are 
Mormon. 

We have a good church at Burley but a crushing debt, and because of 
this debt the support was inadequate and Burley was combined with Albion. 

Albion is the seat of the state normal. It is a small town with a parish 
of only 600 people, 450 of who are Mormon. We have the only protestant 
church and boast a membership of twelve. 

Murtaugh, with a parish population of 622, 60 per cent are Mormon. We 
have a church and a parsonage at Murtaugh and the sole protestant respon- 
sibility. The parsonage is a modern home, recently purchased but under debt. 

Hansen, the parish population is 907 and at the present time is receiving 
service from the pastor at Kimberly. ‘ 

Kimberly, our next point, has a parish, population of 1,726, with 431 
Mormons. We have practically the sole responsibility at Kimberley. Just 
now the church is completing the basement, for which purpose $500 was 
secured from the board. 
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Twin Falls is our largest and strongest church. It has both a good 
church and parsonage, but under great burden of debt. $15,000.00 was 
raised in all departments this year. An increase in membership will also 
be reported. [ 

The parish population of Filer is 2,299, with a very nominal per cent 
a mone We have both church and parsonage at Filer and free from 

ebt. 

At Buhl we have a parish population of 4,755, with a membership of 
at least 300. The basement at a cost of about $12,000.00 has been completed. 
The Board of Home Misions gave us a thousand dollars toward this enter- 
prise. The parsonage has been remodeled into a modern home. 

Castleford is a small point out from Buhl eleven miles. We have a par- 
sonage here but no church. 

Gooding, the seat of the Gooding College. Our church here is numeri- 
cally quite strong, but from a property standpoint the situation is distressing. 
We need both a church and parsonage. The basement of the new church 
may possibly be built during the coming year. 

Finnally may I offer just this brief word of summary. During the seven 
years I have been on the district I have seen benevolent giving arise from 
$3,844 in 1916 to the peak figure of $18,838 in 1920. Ministerial support 
advanced from $28,486 in 1916 to $45,387 in 1921, membershin increased 
from 3,915 to 4,425, the Sunday School from 5,481 to 6,697. I have organized 
four new Methodists societies, helped to dedicate six new churches, witnessed 
the building, purchasing or completely overhauling of twelve new parsonages, 
have superintended three Epworth League Institutes, with increasing interest 
until this year 100 certificates were issued and 154 paid registrations are 
reported. I look for great development in southern Idaho in the next five 
years. 
As in each former year, I wish to report myself the debtor to the pastors 
and their wives for their never failing courtesy and hospitality. Among the 

leasantest memories of my life will be the fellowship I have enjoyed in your 

omes. May God bless you in your sacrificial service and grant to you the 

joys of the reaper as well as the tears of the sower. Again I subscribe myself,

CENTENARY WORLD SERVICE REPORT 


First: We express our appreciation to the Committee on Conservation 
and Advance, for the World Service Book that has been provided for our use 
in promoting the benevolent agencies of our Church. 

Second: In view of the emergency in closing our benevolent and fiscal 
year| we agree to devote our best efforts between now and October 1st on our 
unpaid Centenary pledges, and in securing wherever possible new gifts for 
the purpose of meeting a sum equal to that collected last year. 

We do not advise any division of this sum into quotas for the respective 
charges, or Districts, but we agree as Pastors and District Superintendents 
to use our utmost endeavors to secure the collection and forwarding during 
October and November, the largest possible amounts, to our Centenary Treas- 
urer. 

Third: Weheartily indorse the plans for the World Service Campaigns, 
as far as they have been presented to us, and await with interest the details 
which will be given to the individual pastors and churches. 

Fourth: We voice our hearty appreciation of the Area Office for its 
considerate, courteous treatment, and hereby pledge Dr. Bovard our continued 
hearty cooperation in pushing the World Service Program to a glorious 
consumation.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANT’S ENDOWMENT COMMISSION 


Money invested in first class mortgage securities is $2,000.00. One half 
of this is an annuity on which we are paying interest at the rate of five and 
a half percent during the lifetime of the annuitant. The entire loan bears 
interest at the rate of seven per cent. The earnings on this loan and a small 
savings deposit this year amount to $89.76. Money on hand in the savings 
department of the First National Bank of Idaho now $93.49 being an increase 
of $10.68 during the past year. 

There has been no expenditure of money during the past year by way 
of publicity. There is $71.05 in hand of the treasurer for the publicity fund. 
This is bearing interest at the rate of eight per cent which interest is added 
annually to the permanent fund of the Conference. 

We make the following recommendations: 

1. That our ministers each shall preach at least one sermon annually 
before our congregations in which they shall set forth the claims: of the 
retired minister. 

2. That we keep an attitude of alertness among all our friends in the 
interest of helping our people to honor this cause with their means by the 
annuity and other plans. 

3. That our pastors shall distribute proper literature on the claims of 
the retired minister among his people and encourage them to read the same. 

4. That we each seek to build up the Permanent Fund of the Con- 
ference in every way possible. 

5. That we explain to our péople that the only way by which we may 
honorably reduce the claims of the retired minister on the local church is 
by building up a much larger endowment or Permanent fund. We believe 
the situation is most urgent, and as soon as is possible we should undertake 
this task with united earnestness. The cause of the retired minister has 
waited altogether too long. 

6. We request the District Superintendents to earnestly cooperate with 
the pastors and laymen in these plans, and to inquire in the quarterly confer- 
ences as to what is being done in carrying them out.

BRISTOL PARK 


Our financial condition is alarming, due to the accumulation of interest 
and unpaid principal on the mortgage. 

We think it unnecessary to go into a lengthy explanation of the numer- 
ous contributing causes that have brought us into the present situation. We 
believe that they are fully known by most of the conference members. The 
immediate necessity is to find a solution of our difficulty. The Bond plan 
is the only. one that your Board, after much consultation and planning and 
consideration, has been able to devise for saving the situation. If this fails, 
then so far as we can see, the whole would be lost. . Mrs Bristol’s home would 
be taken from her, and the obligation of her support, and care for the rest 
of her life, would rest upon the Conference; the honor of the Conference 
would be compromised and its honesty questioned and all that has been put 
into the institution would be lost. We believe that this would be a far more 
disastrous and increasingly difficult situation for the Conference each year, 
than to take care of this obligation now. We have tried everything else 
suggested without success. 

We have no other plan than the one which we proposed to you last 
January. The plan was endorsed by your Board and passed upon by the 
best legal authority available. 

We therefore recommend that as pastors of the Idaho Conference we get 
behind the Bond issue with our sympathy and co-operation and that we re- 

uest of the Board of Deaconesses that they furnish us an agent whose salary 
shall be paid by the Board of Deaconesses, to assist us in the sale of the 


Bonds; that his traveling expenses and entertainment be provided by the 
Conference.

; Your trustees after the most careful consideration, found it advisable to 
relinquish the lease under which they were operating the Gooding Hospital 
as a Deaconess institution under the direction of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Several important factors contributed to this decision. 

1. The impossibility of securing continuous and adequate Deaconess 
Supervision. 

2. The unavoidable embarrassment arising from the employment of 
professional nurses at high salaries, side by side with Deaconess nurses of 
equal training and ability, devoting their lives to the church for a meagre 
support. ; 

3. The difference in point of view which necessarily obtains between 
officials and nurses attempting to overate a definitely Christian Institu- 
tion and representatives of the medical profession. 

4, The impossibility of conducting the Hospital without Deaconess ser- 
vice. 

5. By acting at once, we found that we were able to turn the Hospital 
back to the original stockholders in better condition physically and financially 
than when we received it. 

During the time that the Hospital was operated by the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church its management was a credit to the church, and the service 
rendered by the Deaconesses was highly commendable and satisfactory.

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REV. WILLIAM JONATHAN DOUGLASS 


The Rev. William Jonathan Douglass was born in Paw Paw, Mich. 
on November 24, 1861. He received his earlier education in the grade and 
high school at Paw Paw and later attended Albion College at Albion, Michi- 
gan. He began his thirty-nine years of ministry of the gospel in Michigan in 
1883 and served various charges for a total of twenty-one years in Michigan 
Moving west he became a member of the Oregon Conference and served 
pastorates in Portland, Ashland and other towns for eleven years. In 1917 
he went to Gooding, Idaho as pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
which capacity he served faithfully and devotedly until his health failed 
and he was forced to give up the ministry. During part of the time of his 
labor in Gooding Rev. Douglass was the teacher of English Bible at Gooding 
College. He was universally loved by the community which he served in 
many ways, particularly so during the winter of 1918-19 when the epidemic 
of the “flu” raged so severely in his community. He had charge of the 
emergency hospital established in the high school and here he labored without 
stint for the relief of the suffering. Although he bore his affliction bravely 
and without murmur and possessed a sweetness of spirit unto the end, yet it 
was his one desire to become well enough to again enter into the Lord’s work. 
_ On July 4th, 1923 at the home of his son at Portland, Oregon, the summons 

came to “come up higher”. Quietly and peacefully he entered into rest and 
was laid in a cemetery of that city on July 9th. Surviving him are his 
devoted wife, two sons, two step-daughters and his aged mother, now ninety 
years old and who still lives at Paw Paw, Michigan.
